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EAST CHICAGO SANITARY DISTRICT 2019 ANNUAL REPORT

The status regarding Industrial Discharge Permits maintained by the East Chicago Sanitary District (District)
for 2019 is as follows.

Permitted Industrial Users
The District has 23 Industrial Users (IUs) permitted to discharge into the City of East Chicago sewer system.

This includes five Categorical IUs (CIUs) [Electric Coating Technologies (#312), TAC East, Inc. (#415),
National Processing (#514), Lakeshore Railcar LLC (#521) and Safety-Kleen Systems (#901)]. Along with the
five ClUs, three additional IUs [W. R. Grace (#401), US Steel Corporation (#936) and US Gypsum (#3951) are
classified as a Significant IUs (SIUs). One permit, US Steel Corporation (#936) ceased operation at the East
Chicago Tin Plant in November 2019. The District confirmed the closure and discontinuation of water service
at #936 on December 5, 2019. One other CIU, TAC East, Inc. (#415) ceased operation as of August 14, 2019
due to a fire at the facility. A permit renewal application for Buckeye Terminals, LLC (#124) was submitted on
October 30, 2019 and is under review. Buckeye Terminals, LLC #124 permit allows for occasional discharges
from their infrequently scheduled dewatering activities. The District will allow Buckeye Terminals, LLC to
continue any future discharges under the local limits contained in their existing permit until the new, updated

permit is re-issued.

The District issued amended permits to all Permittees in January 2019. The amended permits incorporated
the new local limits that were adopted into an Ordinance by the East Chicago City Council on November 13,
2018. Each of the IUs was informed that the new local limits were effective immediately.

Attachment | summarizes the dates of the inspections, SPCC plan requirements and permit expiration dates.
The District inspected 21 of the permitted outfalls. One permitted facility, Tradebe Treatment & Recycling
(#561), was not inspected as there were operations involving any permitted discharge into the sewer. No
inspection was completed at TAC East, Inc. (#415) as their facility experienced a fire in August 2019 resulting
in the closure of the facility and ceasing of all operations.

Inspections and Monitoring

Attachment Il summarizes the compliance monitoring events, industrial self-monitoring events and inspections
completed at the 23 permitted outfalls. There were 241 separate compliance monitoring events performed by
the District. A total of 64 monitoring events completed were at the five Categorical Industrial Users (CIUs):
Electric Coating Technologies #312 (12), TAC East, Inc. #415 (12), National Processing #514 (12), Lakeshore
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Railcar LLC #521 (24) and Safety-Kleen Systems #901 (21). Except for TAC East #415, each of the five ClUs
performed self-monitoring. No self-monitoring was performed at TAC East due to the fire and closing of the
facility. Self-monitoring was also performed at the three groundwater remediation permitted facilities, GATX
#112, Buckeye Terminals, LLS #124 and USS Lead #411. A total of 12 self-monitoring events were
completed. No sampling was performed Tradebe #561 as this facility did not have any industrial discharges

during the 2019 calendar year.

Enforcement Actions & Compliance Status

The District issued written Notices of Violations (NOVs) and fines to five different [Us for 41 violations as noted
in the table below.

The characterization of the compliance status of each IU is provided in Attachment lll. Only five [Us
experienced violations, and except for Safety-Kleen Systems, have demonstrated they had achieved
compliance with their permitted discharge requirements with follow-up sampling. One U that confinues to
experience chronic violations with regard to their CN discharges is Safety-Kleen Systems (#201). Because of
their historical record of repeat and chronic violations, Safety Kleen is typically monitored on a twice a month
basis. Safety-Kleen Systems was identified as having chronic violations with respect to cyanide discharges on
19 separate occasions. Lakeshore Railcar exceeded the cyanide local limit on only two occasions. No other
IU had any CN violations. As a result of the adoption of the new local limits, effective November 15, 2018,
there has been a significant reduction in the number of violations. The total number of violations observed in
2019 (41) is much lower than the 128 violations in 2017 and 57 violations in 2018. The total number of cyanide
violations reported in 2019 (21) is also significantly lower than reported in previous years.





Attachment IV summarizes the NOVs issued as well as the fines assessed to each IU. As summarized in the
attachment, $79,500 in fines was assessed to the five IUs for the 2019 violations. The fines totals for each U
were as follows: W R Grace #401 - $1,000; TAC East #415 - $3,000; Lakeshore Railcar #521 - $12,000;
Safety-Kleen Systems #901 - $12,500 and U S Gypsum #951 - $2,500. A $1,000 fine was issued to TAC East
#415 for not providing their monthly discharge report on time. With the exception of fines associated with the
CN violations by Safety-Kleen Systems ($47,500), all other assessed fines were paid. Safety-Kleen Systems
has been appealing the fines for CN violations pending a resolution of their appeal of the CN violations. The
District is evaluating the development of an altemate CN local limits based on mass-load or flow-based
calculations. Once alternate CN limits are developed and adopted, the District believes that Safety-Kleen
Systems will no longer experience chronic violations with regard to CN.

Attachment V provides the proposed Compliance Monitoring and Inspection Work Plan for 2019. It is
anticipated that the District will complete 232 compliance monitoring events based upon completing a monthly
sampling event at each of the IUs except for those with low or periodic discharges (GATX #112, Buckeye
Terminals #124, and USS Lead #411. Additionally, the District will conduct at least a full site inspection of
each IU, as a minimum. No inspections are anticipated for TAC East #415 who has ceased operations due to
the fire at their facility and US Steel #9851 who has suspended operations at their tin mill in East Chicago.

Attachment VI provides a summary of the Organic Scan for the POTW. The influent, effluent and sludge
samples for the volatile organic compound (VOC), semi-volatile organic compounds (§VOCs), pesticides and
polychlorinated biphenyls (FCBs) analyses were coliected on September 17, 2019. All analytical results were

reported as non-detect.

There were no cyanide (CN) violations noted for exceeding the either the daily maximum limit or the monthly
average limit. TSS violations, both for the weekly average maximum (31) and monthly maximum average (11)
were reported. The TSS violations are suspected to be the resuit of inefficient filtration by the media in our six
traveling bed filters, allowing fine sediment to pass through the tertiary filter system. Three daily maximum and

six monthly maximum average limits for mercury were also reported.
